tributed or pledged to be paid during the 
year; and the Society solemnly 

‘Resolved, That we hereby pledge our 
honor as individuals and as a Society, to pay 
the balance of the debt incurred by the Exe- 
cutive Committee in conducting the cause 
during the past year, 

The American Anti-Slavery Society hav- 
ing generously assumed the payment of the 
salary of the Editor of The Bugle for one 
year from the first of June, 1849, it was 
hoped that the receipts from subscribers and 
the donations to the treasury would enable 
the Committee to defray the current expen- 
ses of the Society and materially diminish its 
debt before the recurrence of another Anni- 
versary. While that debt remained the Com- 
mittee could not see their way clear to send 
forth lecturers, and therefore directed their 
efforts almost exclusively to the publication 
of The Bugle. They found, however, as the 
yeas advanced, that the receipts from subseri- 
bers and the donations to the treasury were 
more than absorbed in meeting the current 
exMeiises Gi the paper, leaving nothing to be 
applied toward the extinction of the debt.— 
In fact the debt was growing larger instead 
of smaller. Meanwhile, the time for whieh 
the American Society had consented to be 
responsible for the Editor’s salary was rapid- 
ly passing away; and the Committee were 
called upon to decide whether they could 
employ him for another year. 

In these circumstances they felt them- 
selves constrained, however reluctantly, to 
solicit again the advice and aid of the friends 
of the cause at the East. To do this or sus- 
pend The Bugle appeared to them the only 
alternative. The Executive Committee of 
the Parent Society, in answer to our appeal, 
informed us that they could not send us any 
thing from their treasury; but when they 
were told that ABBy Foster and 
Parker Pitispery stood ready to visit Ohio, 
to aid the Abolitionists here in collecting 
among themse'ves the meaus of paying the 
debt already spoken of, continuing the pub- 
lication of The Bugle, and carrying forward 
the operations of the Western Society, they 
generously otlered to be responsible for the

support of those faithful and devoted labor- 
ers for the term of three months. 

In pursuance of this arrangement, Mrs. 
Foster commenced her labors among us about 
the 20th of June, and from that time until 
the present she has bent her energies to the 
work of raising funds for our Society. So 
deep and heartfelt was her interest in the 
anti-slavery operations of the West, so exalt- 
ed her estimate of the importance of giving 
to those operations renewed vigor and | 
strength, and a wider scope, that she was 
willing to relinquish her cherished plan of 
spending the Summer with her family, and 
forego the rest so necessary to recruit her 
over-taxed body and mind, if thereby she 
could be the means of relieving us from our 
With a zeal that could 
originate only in a spirit of self-sacrifice as 
beautiful as it is rere, with a courage that

house among the professed friends of the 
slave to solicit contributions to our treasury. 
The Committee rejoice in being able to say 
that her efforts have been eminently success- 
ful. She has collected $870,86; a sum which, 


same period from other sources, is just about 
equal to the amount of the Society’s debt at 
the time when her labors commenced. Be- 


considerable number of subscribers to The 
Bugle, mainly by personal solicitation at the 
homes of the friends of the cause, she has at- 
tended a large number of meetings in various 
places, and, by her warm appeals to the con- 
sciences and hearts of the multitudes who 
have thronged to hear her, has kindled the 
zeal of the Jukewarm, strengthened the faith 
of the desponding, revived the courage of the 
faithful, and aroused to reflection the thought- 
less and indifferent. For these labors of love 
the friends of the cause at the West owe her 
their warmest thanks; and we are sure that 
in no other way could their gratitude be 
than by imitating the example of self-devo- 
tion and untiring zeal which she has set be- 
fore them. 

The amount received into the treasury 
since the last Anniversary, exclusive of the 
sum collected by Mrs. Foster, and of receipts 
from subscribers to The Bugle, is $1,077, 99. 
Of the $480,90 pledged at the Anniversary, 
we are sorry to be compelled to say, that 
about $100,00 yet remains unpaid. This de- 
linquency in the redemption of pledges vol- 
untarily made is greatly to be lamented, es- 
pecially when the needs of the Society are 


upon its debt is constantly augmenting the 
principal. The amount received from sub- 





months is $1,225,00, Adding this sum to 


the donations received through Mrs. Foster 
and from other sources, the whole amount 
paid into the treasury during the same pe- 
riod appears to be $3,508,36. Of this sum 
#2,509,01 has been expended in the publi- 
cation of The Bugle, or applied to the pay- 
ment of other current expenses; $675,10 has 
heen applied toward the extinction of the 
Society’s debt; and there is now in the trea- 
sury a balance of $324,90. 

It affords us great pleasure to add, that 
during the last Winter the Society became 
the recipient of a donation of forty acres of 
land, lying near the center of Hardin Coun- 
ty, and in the vicinity of the Sandusky and 
Cincinnati Railroad. ‘The donors are per- 
sonally unknown to the Committee, and have 
not left us at liberty to publish their names 
in connection with this record of their muni- 
ficence. The land is timbered, of an excel- 
lent quality, and supposed to be worth about 
$200. The Committee have received the 
proper evidences of title, and they or their 
successors can dispose of it as the interest of 
the Society may dictate. 

The number of subscribers to The Bugle 
at the time of the last Anniversary was 1,060 ; 
the present pumber is 1,270; showing a net 
gain in fifteen months of 210. The receipts 
from subscribers during the same period, as 
seen above, amount to $1,225. The expen- 
ses of publication, including the Editor’s sa- 
lary, are $2,395,00. Excess of expenditure 
over receipts, $1,170,00. ‘The amount of ar- 
rearages now due from subscribers is esti- 
mated at $1,800; a sum nearly sufficient, if it 
could be collected, to meet all the expenses 
of publication, including the salary of the 
Editor, for one year. The causes of this de- 
linquency are various. Some doubtless are 
poor, but many more we fear are wanting in 
that nice sense of obligation which is requi- 
site to secure the prompt payment of news- 
paper debts. At times the Committee have 
seriously entertained the proposition to re- 
lieve this difficulty by demanding payment 
in all cases in advance; but on the whole, 
they have not been convinced that this would 
be a wise measure, and they know of no re- 
medy for the evil, save iu that higher develop- 
ment of conscience, and that abiding attach- 
ment to the cause, which an anti-slavery pa- 
per is so well calculated to promote. 

In view of the disparity between the ex- 
penses of the paper and the receipts from 
subscribers, the Committee, after mature de- 
liberation, on the first of May last, changed 
the terms from $1 to $1,50 in advance; and 
although this enhancement of price has led 
to a few discontinuances, and may perhaps 
lead to more, we believe the result will on 
the whole be favorable to the prosperity of 
the peper.

cannot be reasonably complained of as too 
high. It is right, of course, that every anti- 
slavery paper should be put at such a_ price 
as will be most likely to equalize its receipts 
and expenditures; for it is in this way alone 
that the burden of its support can be made 
to rest, with any approach to equality, upon 
all those who are interested in sustaining it. 
So far as we know, this change has met the 
cordial approbation of the friends of the 
cause as both just and expedient. 

Encouraged by the promise of the aid al- 
ready spoken of from the American Anti- 
Slavery Society, the Executive Committee 
engaged the services of OLiveR JOHNSON as 
Editor of The Bugle for the term of one 
year, commencing at the close of the period 
for which his salary had been paid by the 
Parent Society, viz: on the first of Juue last. 
They also effected an arrangement with 
Samur. Brooke to spend a portion of his 
time in the service of the Society as its Gen- 
eral Agent; andat a subsequent period they 
appointed James W. Wacker a lecturing 
Agent to attend the series of Conventions 
Which have just closed. Mr. Brooke has 
served the Society for the term of three 
months. Mr. Walker, after two months of 
severe labor, was suddenly taken ill and 
compelled to leave the field at the very mo- 
ment when his efficient help was most desi- 
rable. ‘These are the only lecturing agents 
who have been employed by the Committee 
since the last Anniversary. Thomas Wick- 
ersham, however, has spent some time in 
an effort to collect the arrearages due on The 
Bugle and to the treasury, and in obtaining 
subscribers. He has been compeusated by a 
fixed per centage on the amount of his col- 
lections. 

But, notwithstanding the inability of the 
Committee to employ Agents, the Western 
field has not, since our last Anniversary, 
been so much neglected as that fact would 
seem to indicate. Our lack of service has 
been in some degree supplied through anoth- 
er agency. Samven Brooke, acting as Agent 
of the Parent Society for the West, by his 
own indefatigable exertions, collected, part- 


for several months of the year 1849; and it 
was to good purpose that those faithful ad- 
vocates of the slave visited a large number 
of places in our State, kindling anew the 
zeal of Abolitionists and pouring upon the 
public ear and conscience that truth by 
which alone we can hope to dispel the mor- 
al darkness that has so long enshrouded the 
the people. Henry C. Wricut, though 
not the Agent of any Society, also labored 
extensively, sometimes alone and some- 
times in company with Messrs. Pillsbury 
and Walker. His Picnics for Children have 
been serviceable to the cause by instilling in- 
to the minds of the rising generation those 
principles of freedom the reception of which 
ean alone qualify them for the work which 
their fathers will leave unfinished. Beside 
the labor performed by the friends above 
named, a considerable amount of service 
has been rendered by others, amomg whom 
may be mentioned Isaac Trescorr, Ma- 
nius R. Roginson, Wittiam SreapMan, and 
Truman Case, who have attended meetings 
when in their power to do so, to the great 
advantage of the cause. The Editor of the 
Bugle, alse, has labored in this way as ex- 
tensively as his peculiar duties would ad- 
mit. 

The year 1849 was signalized by one of 
the most remarkable as well as successful 
Anti-Slavery gatherings ever held in the 
country. We allude to the Convention of 
Anti-Slavery Young Men and Women, held 
in Berlin, in September last. It was indeed 
a spectacle worthy of the growing West and 
of the meridian of the Nineteenth Century, 
to behold such a gathering of unshackled 
minds and devoted hearts, and to witness 
the alacrity and courage with which they pro- 
claimed their attachment to unpopular but 
fundamental truth. The influence of that 
Convention was felt not merely in Olio, but 
It filled the hearts of 
kindled anew 


throughout the land. 
Abolitionists with gladness,

It is worthy of mention also, that during 
the last Winter some four or five County or 
District Societies, auxiliary to the Western 
Society, were organized in the Northern 
part of the State. For the formation of 
these auxiliaries, which we hope will be 
highly serviceable to the cause, our thanks 
are mainly due to the zeal of our friend 
Samvuet Brooke, who has spared no pains 
to make them efficient in their respective lo- 
calities. One of them (the Rocky River So-

The attempt to hold an Anti-Slavery Fair 
last year was not very successful, The great 
difficulty was to find an adequate market 
for the articles usually offered for sale on 
such occasions.

history of our cause, was there so much 
eagerness to hear the anti-slavery gospel, and 
never perhaps was it listened to under  cir- 
cumstances more favorable to a wide recep- 
tion of its truths. The labors of PARKER 
Pitispury during his present visit, as well 
as on former occasions, have been of great 
benefit to our Society ; and the Committee 
regret that he cannot remain among us for 
a longer period, especially when the desire 
to hear him is so extensive and the promise 
of usefulness so inviting, 

From this record of what has been done 
and what left undone during the last fifteen 
months, we turn now to speak of the du- 
ties and responsibilities of the Sociey at the 
presenttime, And on this subject the Com- 
mittee desire to express their views and feel- 
ings with entire frankness and without any 
shadow of reserve. 

The object we have in view is the entire 
abolition of American Slavery and the mor- 
al and social elevation of its unfortunate vic- 
tims. The weapons of our warfare are 
Light, Truth and Love, and these are to be 
made effectual chiefly by means of the Press 
and of the Living Speaker. Slavery origi- 
nated in an atmosphere of impurity and 
wickedness, and it can live and breathe only 
where the public mind is shreuded in igno- 
rance or tainted with selfishness and injus- 
tice. Church and State—the chief pillars in 
the temple of Oppression—have their base 
in Public Opinion; and consequently, when 
the minds and hearts of the people become 
imbued with sentiments of justice and hu- 
mauity, When they come to loathe and abhor 
the crime of enslaving their brethren, that 
bloody temple, having no longer any ade- 
quate foundation, will crumble and fall!— 
Our peculiar provinee, therefore, is to enlight- 
en the people in respect to the manifold evils 
and wrongs of Slavery, to reveal to them their 
guilt in supporting an institution which 
outrages every sentiment of virtue and every 
principle of justice; and urge upon them 
the duty of assailing it by all rightful means. 

The cause of the Slave is the cause of God, 
but the work of promoting it is ours; and it 
is a work to which He has called us by his 
own authoritative voice. By all the ties 
which bind us to our beneficent Father and 
to our brethren of the human race, we are 
brought under the most sacred obligations to 
pO THE worK Which He has thus assigned 
us. We have no more right to anticipate 
the abolition of Slavery by the power of 
God, without the agency of man, than we 
have to expect our fields to be plowed, our 
seed sowed, and our crops harvested by mi- 
raculous agency. And in the performance 
of our duties to the slave, Association is not 
only necessary, but the spontaneous dictate 
of our social and moral being. Men and 
women, of proper qualifications for the work, 
are needed to go forth and proclaim the truth 
in the ears of the people; and it is obvious- 
ly right that those who are called to this ser- 
vice and required to leave their business and 
their homes to encounter the malignant 
shafts which are always hurled at the advyo- 
cates of unpopular righteousness, should be 
aided and sustained by those who love the 
This aid should be given, not grudg- 
ingly, but willingly and heartily. The aunti- 
slavery lecturer is under no more obligation 
to make pecuniary sacrifices than others. 
He has indeed no right te labor from merce- 
nary motives—to be a Hiretine, looking, 
like the false prophets of old, for ‘ gain from

We make these remarks from no invidious 
motive, but because we believe them to be 
called for by the circumstances in which our 
Society is now placed. For years we have 
received liberal aid from friends of the cause 
at the East. The American Society has 
sent among us, from Lime to time, its most 
eloquent and effective agents, and done all 
in its power to aid us in sustaining The Bu- 
gle. By its timely and efficient aid we have 
been able to liquidate, in good part, the debt 
Which has so long embarrassed us. The 
Committee believe that the time has now 
come when the Abolitionists in this part of 
the country should take upon themselves the 
full responsibility of supporting the ordinary 
Operations of the cause among themselves. 
That they are able, and more than able, to 
do this, we entertain no doubt; and it is for 
them to decide whether they will do it or not. 
To appoint an Executive Committee, and 
then leave them without the means of doing 
the work assigned to them, is neither wise, 
manly nor just. If the members and friends 
of the Society really deem themselves too 
poor to sustain an anti-slavery paper and the 
other necessary agencies of the cause, then 
it becomes them deliberately to consider 
whether they ought not to abandon the effort, 
and find some other channel for their con- 
tributions.

But if, as we believe, there is no 


need of greater devotedness to the cause, a 
deeper sense of personal responsibility, a 
more earnest spirit of self-consecration, then 
we trust that the future history of the Socie- 
ty will show that these friendly admonitions 
were not uttered in vain. 

Let us not, however, be misunderstood. 
There are many among us whose contribu- 
tions are equal to their ability, and we would 
not seem to be insensible to a fact which has 
so often cheered us in the performance ot 
our duties. Many more, we are willing to 
believe, have failed to contribute from an 
honest misapprehension of the subject and 
of their relations to the cause, rather than 
from the want of a benevolent and self-sacri- 











ficing spirit. These, we are sure, will re- 
ceive in kindness the remarks we have felt 
called upon to make. The language of cen- 
sure and complaint is not that which we best 
love to use; but our duty to the cause, over 
whose interests we have been called to wateh, 
has constrained us to utter truths whieh ex- 
perience has forced upon our attention. 

The Western Anti-Slavery Society, being 
the only organization auxiliary to the Ameri- 
can Society this side the Alleghanies, occu- 
pies a post of immense importance, and one 
which involves its members and friends in 
no ordinary responsibility. Hitherto its ope- 
rations have been mainly confined to the 
North-Eastern portion of Ohio, and even in 
this limited field they have been but too fee- 
bly sustained. There are calls fer service in 
the Central and Southern portions of the 
State, andin Michigan and Eastern Indiana, 
which the Committee would gladly supply 
if they had the means.

The heartless pirates, who compelled us 
to call them “master,” sought to persuade 
us, as such pirates seek to persuade you, 
that the condition of those, who escape from 
their clutches, is thereby made worse, In- 
stead of better. We confess, that we had 
our fears that this might be so. Indeed, so 
great was our ignorance, that we could not 
be sure, that the abolitionists were not the 
fiends, which our masters represented them 
to be. When they told us, that the aboli- 
tionists, could they lay hands upon us, 
would buy and sell us, we could not 
certainly know, that they spoke falsely ; 
and when they told us, that abolition- 
ists are in the habit of skinning the black 
man for leather, and of regaling their can- 
nibalism on his flesh, even such enormities 
seemed to us to be possible. But owing to 
the happy change in our circumstances, we 
are not as ignorant and credulous now, as 
we once were; and if we did not know it 
before, we know it now, that slavebolders 
are as great liars, as they are great tyrants. 

The abolitionists act the part of friends 
and brothers to us; and our only complaint 
against them is, that there are so few of 
them, The abolitionists, on whom it is safe 


to rely, are, almost all of them, members of | 


the American Anti-Slavery Society, or of 
the Liberty Party. There are other aboli- 
tionists; but most of them are grossly in- 
consistent; and, hence, not entirely trust- 
worthy abolitionists. So inconsistent are

Numerous as are the escapes from slavery, | 
thity would be far more so, were you not ent- 
barrassed by your misinterpretations of the 
rights of property. You hesitate to take even 
the dullest of your masters’ horses—whereas 
it is your duty to take the fleetest. Your 
consciences suggest doubts, whether in quit- 
ing your bondage, you are at liberty to put in 
your packs what you need of food and cloth- 
ing. But were you better informed, you 
would not scruple to break your masters 
locks, and take all their money. You are 
taught to respect the rights of property. But, 
no such rights belong to the slaveholder.— 
His right to property is but the robber-right. 
In every slaveholding community, the rights 
of property all center in them, whose coer- 
ced and unrequited toil has created the 
wealth, in which their oppressors riot.— 
Moreover, if your oppressors have rights of 
property, you, at least, are exempt from all 
obligation to respect them. For you are 
prisoners of war, in an enemy’s country—ot 
a war, too, that is unrivalled for its injustice, 
cruelty, meanness :—and therefore, by all the 
rules of war, you have the fullest liberty to 
plunder, burn, and kill, as you may have oc- 
casion to do te promote your escape. 

We regret to be obliged to say to you, that 
it is not every one of the Free States, which 
offers you an asylum. Even within the last 
year, fugitive slaves have been arrested in 
some of the Free States, and replunged into 
slavery. But, make your way to New York 
or New England, and you will be safe. It is 
true, that even in New York and New Eng- 
land, there are individuals, who would re- 
joice to see the poor flying slave cast back 
into the horrors of slavery. But, even these 
are restrained by public sentiment. It is 
questionable whether even Daniel Webster, 
'or Moses Stuart, would give chase to a fugi-

| tive slave; and if they would not, who would? 
—for the one is chief-politician and the other 
chief-priest. 

We do not forget the industrious efforts, 
which are now making to get new facilities 





they, as to vote for anti-abolitionists for civil 
rulers, and to acknowledge the obligation of 
laws, which they themselves interpret to be 
pro-slavery. 
We get wages for our labor. We have 
schools for our children. We have oppor- 
tunities to hear and to learn to read the Bi- 
ble—that blessed book, which is all for free- 
dom, notwithstanding the lying slaveholders 
say itis all for slavery. Some of us take 
yart in the election of civil rulers. Indeed, 
Dut for the priests and politicians, the influ- 
ence of most of whom is against us, our 
condition would be every way eligible. The 
priests and churches of the North are, with 
comparatively few exceptions, in league with 
the priests and churches of the South; and 
this, of itself, is sufficient to accouut for the 
fact, that a caste-religion and a negro-pew 
are found at the North, as well as at the 
South. The politicians and political parties 
of the North are connected with the politi- 
cians and political parties of the South; and 
hence, the political arrangements and inter- 
ests of the North, as well as its ecclesiastical 
arrangements and interests, are adverse to 
the colored population. But, we rejoice to 
know, that all this political and eeclesiasti- 
cal power is on the wane. The spurious- 
ness of American religion, and American 
democracy, hasjbecome glaring; and, every 


year, multitudes, once deluded by them, |

repudiation is due, in a great measure, to the 
American Anti-Slavery Society, to the Liber- 
ty Party, and to anti-sectarian meetings, and 
conventions.

Come, blessed day—come quickly. 
Including our children, we number in 
Canada, at least, twenty thousand. ‘The to- 
tal of our population in the free States far 
exceeds this. Nevertheless, we are poor, 
we can do little more to promote your de- 
liverance than pray for it to the God of the 
oppressed. We will do what we can to sup- 
ply you with pocket compasses. In dark 
nights, when his good guiding star is hidden 
from the flying slave, a pocket compass 
greatly facilitates his exodus.—Besides, that 
we are too poor to furnish you with deadly 
weapons, candor requires the admission, 


that some of us would not furnish them, if 


we could; for some of us have become non- 
resistants, aud have discarded the use of 
these weapons : and would say to you: “ love 
your enemies; do good to them, which hate 
you; bless them that curse you; and pray 
jor them, which despitefully use you.” Such 
of us would be glad to be able to say, that 
all the colored men of the North are non- 
resistants. But, in point of fact, it is only a 
handful of them, who are. 
eurrection of the Southern slaves shall take 
place, as take place it will, unless speedily 
prevented by voluntary emancipation, the 
rect mass of the colored men of the North, 
emus much to the grief of any of us, will 
be found by your side, with deep-stored and 
long-accumulated revenge in their hearts, 
and with death-dealing weapons in their 
hands.

First, With having assisted certain enslav- 
ed fellow men in their attempt to escape 
from boudage, and 
| Secondly, With an assault upon those who 

arrested him, with an intent to kill them. 

For these alleged offences he is now held 
| in “duress vile” by the Police of the Dis- 
‘trict of Columbia, and also under a_requisi- 
, tion of the Governor of Maryland. 
| Now be it known to all men, that he did 
| not commit the second offence named above. 

At the time of his seizure he had no weap- 
on of violence about his person, ner does he 
ever wear any; neither did he know that his 
companions were armed ; much less did he 
counsel them to make resistance. All this 
we know and do affirm. He was ignorant 
too of the character of the persons who 
seized him. No warrant for his arrest was 
announced. A band of men, like ruffians, 
| in the darkness of night came upon him, ou 
the highway, and the first salutation he re- 
| ceived was a_ savage yell, and a_ blow that 
felled him senseless to the earth. When he 
recovered from the shock, he was in the 
‘hands of four stout men, and therefore pow- 
erless. 

The persons who were with Mr. Chaplin 
made an etfort, (unbappily without success) 
,to save themselves from the monsters who 

would return them into slavery. Butno one 
of either party was seriously injured, unless 
it were the self-sacrificing Chaplin. He 
| Was severely bruised by the ruftians who 
captured him. 

The other charge, that he helped men in 
their attempt to escape from slavery, if true, 
, Should fix upon his good name the stigma 
|of no crime, unless it be a crime to act in 

obedience to the command of Christ, to fol- 
low the example of the good Samaritan. 

Chaplin has the heart of a man, quicken- 

ed by the spirit of “the Son of man.” He 
was in that bad region of our country which

With these facts in view, we the undersigned 
women of Ohio have concluded to hold an 
Annual Fair in the town of Salem to promote 
, the cause of Anti-Slavery. Every thing in 
the political world seems to point out the ne- 
cessity for renewed and untiring exertion in 
this most holy cause. The distinctions of Whig 
and Democrat are forgotten in the all-absorb- 
ing struggle for the extension of Slavery, and 
to all appearances the South will obtain every 
thing she asks. We believe a large part of the 
People of the North are in favor of Freedom, 
and that many members of the present Con- 
gress were clected with the expectation that 
they would firmly oppose any extension of the 
curse of Slavery ; but some have proved to be 
voluntary recreants to their trust, and some 
Slave-Power. Let us then dedicate ourselves 
anew to the Cause of the Slave. Let us keep 
up agitation until the people shall as one man 
rise up and demand Universal Emancipation 
or Exemption from participation in the sin of 
holding our fellow-beings in bondage. 
of us can do but little. Yet Iet us not hold 

back on that account. Some of us are mothers, 

; and though few of us can go forth and speak 
| publicly in behalf of the stricken bondman, 
we may yet, by contributing our pittance in this 
way, by mingling with our neighbours, and 
pleading as our maternal feelings shall dictate 
for the stricken mother in the South, and in- 
stilling into the minds of those committed to 
our care an undying abhorrence of Injustice and 
Wrong, like the drops of rain, which, singly 
are unnoticed and insignificant, by uniting, 
change and invigorate the aspect of the whole 
world. 

We propose holding a Fair, commencing the 
31st of December, and continuing through the 
following day; and we would earnestly invite 
all persons, without respect to party or creed, 
to lend their aid by sending such contributions as 
they can make or procure. The funds arising 
therefrom to be devoted to the dissemination of 
Anti-Slavery Truth, through the agency of 
the Western Anti-Slavery Socicty.
